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INJUNCTION BILL ADOPTED 


(By International Labor News Service.) 


In as hard a day as ever any convention went 
through, the American Federation of Labor stuck 
to the guns and finished its work at 7:15 o’clock 
Friday night of the second week, after writing his- 
tory that will have effect for many a year. 


Outstanding in that last day was the vote to 
ratify the anti-injunction bill presented by the 
Executive Council as the work of a special com- 
mittee authorized by the New Orleans conven- 
tion. The bill will be introduced in the United 
States Congress at an early date and a campaign 
will be put in motion to rally all labor to its sup- 
port. It frankly recognizes equity power, but 
seeks to restrict it and to guarantee the natural, 
lawful and constitutional rights of labor. A day 
and a half of debate ended in an almost unanimous 
yote for the measure. Andrew Furuseth, holding 
out in opposition to the last, alone but for one or 
two who had some sympathy with his point of 
view. 

Trailing this as a close second in importance 
were the resolutions on international labor rela- 
tions—a group of policy-forming measures that 
may become more important as time passes. 


These included the two Matthew Woll resolu- 
tions, one favoring two autonomous hemispheric

federations of labor, to be joined by a co-opera- 
tive but loose affiliation, the other advising the Ex- 
ecutive Council to consider sending a fraternal 
delegate to Germany. The Executive Council re- 
port on the International Federation of Trade 
Unions was to the effect that no progress had been 
made in developing relations .The lack of pro- 
gress in that direction and the beginning of a 
movement to restrict the International Federation 
of Trade Unions to Europe, with the Pan-Ameri- 
can Federation supreme in this hemisphere, may 
inaugurate a new policy that will end all efforts to 
affiliate the American Federation of Labor directly 
to Amsterdam. The convention, in two actions, 
sternly declined to look toward Geneva, where the 
League of Nations organization, the International 
Labor Office, has its seat. That, taken with the 
other actions, likewise is significant. 


A unanimous vote recorded the convention as 
endorsing the Senate investigation into Cuban la- 
bor conditions, an inquiry which, if prosecuted, 
will probably ramify into the whole internal situa- 
tion in the Island Republic. 


Moves to bring about compulsory affiliation of 
local unions with State and city bodies failed on 
the ground that the voluntary principle cannot be 
abandoned.

Throughout the whole session the convention 
based its actions upon the constitutional provis- 
ions, the basic principles and the economic foun- 
dation of the movement. There was no swerving. 

Existence of Catholic unions in Quebec was de- 
plored and these were termed dual organizations, 
in opposition to the bona fide trade unions. 

Progress in adjustment of all existing jurisdic- 
tional disputes was reported. The Executive Coun- 
cil was sustained in chartering local unions of 
Pullman porters. A. Phillip Randolph, moving 
spirit in that movement, told the convention he be- 
lieved these workers were transportation workers, 
coming within the transportation act and within 
railroad operating machinery. The cooks and wait- 
ers, through President Flore, agreed with the com- 
mittee report, but expressed the hope that event- 
ually these workers would be placed within the 
cooks and waiters’ organization. 

The convention repeated its plea for a pardon 
for Thomas J. Mooney and urged that a pardon 
appeal for Warren K. Billings be perfected. 

Numerous resolutions designed to aid individual 
trades were acted upon, the convention extending 
such aid in most cases.

BIG BUSINESS IS PROSPEROUS. 

Business keeps on booming, but the South keeps 
on needing trade union organization. Business, 
speaking through Allard Smith, careful statistical 
vice-president of the Union Trust Company of 
Cleveland, tells us that corporation profits for the 
first half of this year amount to $2,449,907,000, 
against a mere $1,924,000 for the first half of last 
year. So we see that business, 
sense, is booming along on a high tide of profits. 
These totals are figures for 916 big corporations. 
Manufacturing, trading and railroads showed best 
gains. Organization helps these big corporations 
pile up profits. The relatively good wages paid to 
the organized trades help, too, because they afford 
a good market for mass production commodities. 
The unorganized mill workers, however, stand still. 
So do most other unorganized workers. It is shown 
that only 35 of every 1000 persons file an income 
tax return. To file an income tax return a single 
man must earn a net income of $1500. 
whelming majority of Americans do not earn 
enough money to bring them within the income 
tax law. Not all those that file returns pay a tax. 
That brings the untaxed percentage still higher. 
California, New York, Nevada, Massachusetts and 
Illinois lead, in that order. Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi are tied at the bottom of the list, with 10 per 
thousand! The South needs trade unionism. Every 
State needs trade unionism, but it is needed worse 
where the wages and conditions of the people are 
lowest in the scale. Income tax returns are a good 
index of that. The American Federation of Labor 
has embarked upon a campaign of organization 
and of liberation from industrial bondage. Makers 
of enormous profits will object; those who cling to 
the feudal traditions will object. But the workers 
look toward the rising sun in the East and the 
prayers of the oppressed are upon their lips. Let 
us go to the task!

Chronicle Chapel Notes—By C. C.

Thomas F. Burke and Queen Richmond are the 
mailing crew on the Pacific Coast edition of the 
Wall Street Journal, the new financial daily pub- 
lished at 415 Bush street. 

The decision of the federal court in the Typo- 
Mailer injunction case will, in the opinion of the 
majority of those who have made a thorough study 
ol the case, prevent the M. T. D. U. officers from 
carrying out any plan of forcing non-affiliated 
members into the M. T. D. U. “This resolution, 
Proposition No. 123,” as President Howard stated 
to the delegates at the Seattle convention, “is to 
protect all members of the I. T. U. in their rights 
that accrue with continuous membership in the 
organization.” Consequently, it is not necessary 
to hold membership in the M. T. D. U. to enjoy all 
the rights, privileges and benefits on the same 
j basis as printer members of the I. T. U. The

its. In fact, there is nothing the M. T. D. U. gan 
possibly do to benefit mailers but what the I. T. U. 
can do a grand sight better. This fact should be 
clearly obvious to every mailer who stops to doa 
little thinking regardless of what he may be told 
‘o think by parties who believe mailers should 
pay dues to two internationals. We need but one, 
the I. T. U. dues.

In looking over the financial statement 
of the secretary-treasurer of the I. T. U. as pub- 
lished monthly in the Journal, we congratulate the 
executive council of the I. T. U. for the thoroughly 
business-like manner in which they conduct the 
affairs of their respective offices. 

Member of Portland (Ore.) Mailers’ Union, in 
a letter to the writer, says: “Charles N. Smith paid 
us a visit recently. Stated he was en route to 
Indianapolis. In reply to a question concerning 
the status of the scale negotiation he was conduct- 
ing for Seattle Mailers’ Union, he said: “I had it 
all “fixed up’ for the boys in Seattle with the pub- 
lishers, except the call of time when Mr. Norton, 
of the publishers, wired Seattle publishers calling 
the agreement off, and now the Seattle case will 
go to arbitration.”

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Still Struggling for Justice 
Se es 


On February 15, 1928, the Allen-\ Company of Kenosha, Wisconsin, in an 
effort to destroy the Full Fashioned Hosiery Workers’ Union, discharged all of its 
employees and then offered to take back all of those who would sever their connec- 
tion with the organization and promise not to again join it. To the credit of the 
330 young men and women be it said that they stood firmly and loyally by the 
union which had protected them in their wages and working conditions and informed 
the company that they would continue the battle until their right to belong to 
the trade union movement was recognized. They were subjected to persecution of 
many kinds, about one-third of them even going to jail for several weeks for picket- 
ing the factory. but their ardor was undampened by their experience and they are 
today spreading the information concerning the company’s attitude toward labor 
far and wide and urging all trade unionists to stand by them and help to convince 
this concern that it cannot successfully do business on such an unfair basis. 

At the present time the Steele brothers are in the Bay region telling trade 
unionists about the facts of the situation, Earl Steele being in San Francisco and 
his brother Allen visiting the organizations about the Bay. In discussing the issue 
before the Labor Council last Friday night, Earl Steele directed attention to the 
fact that the workers were making no demands upon the company at the time of 
the lockout, and even after they were thrown out on the street they proposed 
that the whole matter be submitted to an impartial board of arbitration and that 
they would pledge themselves to abide by the decision rendered by such a body. 
The company, however, replied to this offer with the declaration that “The workers 
in our factory cannot tell us how to run our busincss. That cannot be permitted.” 

To this the workers responded: “We have no desire to run your business, 
but we think we should have the right to talk it over with you when vour methods 
threaten our health and well-being, and we can only do this through an organiza- 
tion, and you are attempting to deny us the American privilege of belonging to a 
union of our own choosing. This cannot be permitted in any state within the boun- 
daries of the United States, where men and women are supposed to be free sover- 
eign citizens.” 

That the strikers are waging a successful battle is testified to by the fact that 
the company has stated in its own retail service that only skilled workmen can 
operate the delicate full fashioned machines, therefore strikers believe that the 
product turned out is inferior to the goods, skilled men made before the strike 
began. The many “sales” and “special bargains” of Allen-A hosiery in various 
parts of the country would tend to show the strikers are correct in their belief. 
First-class hosiery commands regular prices. It is inferior goods and “seconds” 
that find their way to bargain counters. While some bargain stuff is not classable 
as “seconds,” that it is sold at bargain rates tends to show it is inferior to hosiery 
produced by men who know their business. 

The strikers have been willing to arbitrate. They are still willing to talk things 
over and leave a final decision of their difficulties to an impartial umpire. All arbi- 
tration offers have been refused by the Allen-A Company. 

Earl Steele, in addressing the Labor Council last Friday night, said: 

“We are not only asking vou not to buy the men’s underwear, socks and ladies” 
hosiery that is made by the Allen-A Company, but we are also asking you to buy 
hosiery that is made under union conditions. Fighting for our rights is not the 
easiest thing in the world, especially when a million dollar corporation is actively 
engaged in placing every known obstacle in your road to progress. 


“We are not seeking higher wages or a shorter work week in the present contro- 
versy, but just for the American right to belong to a trade union affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, and we intend to continue our efforts even 
though we may be compelled to sacrifice everything that is dear to us.”

These affairs are held 
annually, just before Thanksgiving, and those 
who have attended one of them are sure to be 
present each year if possible. 

The Teachers’ Federation reports that at each 
meeting a large class of new members is taken 
in and that the organization is growing so rapidly 
that it is now necessary that additional delegates 
be sent to the Labor Council. All members of 
unions are urged to help the teachers in their 
organization work so that in the near future the 
union will include every classroom teacher in the 
city in its membership. 

Manuel Jacobs of the Teachers’ Federation was 
unanimously elected a member of the Labor Coun- 
cil Executive Committee last Friday night to fill 
a vacancy on the committee. Jacobs has for more 
than 25 years been affiliated with the trade union 
movement and will make a valuable member of 
this important committee. He will be seated by 
the committee next Monday night at its regular 
meeting. 


Employees of the Board of Health protested 
last Monday to Supervisor Franck R. Havenner, 
chairman of the Supervisors’ Finance Committee, 
that since July 1 they have been deprived of pay 
when not reporting for duty owing to illness, 
under an order adopted by the Board in June. 
Before that date, they said, they were paid for 
15 days when ill, like other city employees. The 
protest was made by the personnel oi the emer- 
gency hospitals. The employees receive compen- 
sation only when injured in line of duty, it was 
pointed out, and in such cases are limited to pay- 
ment allowed under the industrial accident law. 

A miner from Illinois while soliciting aid for 
his organization in St. Louis recently, was denied 
admission to a local union on account of not having 
six Union labels on his clothing apparel. Having 
but five he made up the deficiency and called 
again at the next meeting of the union. This time 
he was allowed but five minutes to talk, after 
which he was told that a trade unionist who could 
not show six Union labels was a mighty poor 
sample of a union man. He is now willing to 
admit that this incident taught him a lesson that 
he will always remember. 


A corporation, the Federal Bridge Company, 
has been formed in New York to acquire and 
manage toll bridges. The president of this con- 
cern points out in an interview with the Wall 
Street Journal that most of these projects have 
been “extremely successful” because “the mainte- 
nance and depreciation on a well constructed 
bridge is very small. The sale and use of 
automobiles will continue to increase, and the use 
of bridges will increase proportionately.” Two 
pretty good reasons why another toll bridge fran- 
chise should not be granted to private ‘“enter- 
prise.”
